City Manager Holds 2011 Budget 


The Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil gave City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin two goals in devel- 
oping his proposed budget for 
Fiscal Year 2011 (FY11): no 
tax increase and no layoffs or 
furloughs. McLaughlin met only 
one of those goals, however; he 
is not proposing any layoffs or 
furloughs but did propose a 0.4 
percent tax increase. 

McLaughlin presented his bud- 
get at the April 12 regular city 
council meeting and then met 
with council on Wednesday, April 
14 to discuss the overall budget 
and city revenues. Council has 
now begun its review of each 
department’s budget and some or 
all of the proposals described be- 
low may or may not be included 
in the final budget council will 
approve on June 7. 

The budget proposal calls for 
expenditures of $24.9 million, 1.5 
percent less than the last adopted 
budget. Total revenues, estimated 
at 25.2 million, are down 2.2 per- 
cent. The surplus of revenues 
over expenditures will be used to 
restore the city’s reserves, which 
McLaughlin expects to be down 
to 8.5 percent by the June 30 end 
of the current fiscal year. 

Council’s policy is to maintain 
unallocated reserves of 10 percent 
of budgeted expenditures. The

proposal would restore these re- 
serves to 9.8 percent. 

All categories of major budget 
expenditures are down slightly 
from the last budget, save Social 
Services, which is proposed to 
increase 6 percent, and Non-De- 
partmental expenditures, projected 
to double. This last category 
includes unemployment compen- 
sation, insurance, operation of 
the Greenbelt Theater, a reserve 
appropriation and the city’s un- 
funded liabilities for pension 
payments. 

Note that these categories do 
not always align with city de- 
partments. For example, parks 
maintenance is in the “Recreation 
and Parks” category, although 
performed by Public Works De- 
partment staff. 

Greenbelters will have the op- 
portunity to present their views 
on the proposed budget at two 
public hearings at the April 26 
and May 24 regular council meet- 
ings. 

Proposed Changes 

McLaughlin proposed cutting 
staffing levels slightly by not fill- 
ing two vacancies in the Public 
Works Department and by closing 
the post office in the Municipal 
Building. Consistent with what 
he described as his “share the 
pain” approach, city employees

will not escape unscathed. There 
will be no cost of living increase, 
although most non-sworn employ- 
ees will get their normal perfor- 
mance pay increases. 

City police officers, how- 
ever, will not get performance 
pay increases ($60,000) but will 
continue to receive the full city 
contribution to their deferred 
contribution accounts. Other city 
employees will see a reduction in 
deferred compensation from the 
current 10 percent to 7.5 percent 
($200,000). 

This reduction will offset the 
increase in the city’s contribution 
for the state retirement system. 
In addition, McLaughlin proposes 
to drop the leave buyback pro- 
gram, saving $70,000. 

Other savings proposals in- 
clude a 10 percent across-the- 
board reduction in member- 
ship and training expenditures, 
posting the quarterly recreation 
brochure on the web rather than 
mailing it, closing the Aquatic 
and Fitness Center at 10 p.m. 
weekdays and 9 p.m. on week- 
ends, eliminating the New Year 
program, reducing contributions 
to the city fire department and 
to Greenbelt Access Television 
and eliminating the contribution

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Greenbelt pio- 
neer Joseph Thom- 
as Cawley, 92, 
died in Florida on 
February 6, 2010. 

Mr. Cawley 
was born in Scran- 
ton, Pa., in 1917 
and attended the Crier of 
Scranton on a scholarship. Be- 
cause of the Depression he went 
to California where he worked 
with the Civilian Conservation 
Corps and afterward came to the 
Washington area. He met and 
married Catherine Sandell while 
both were working for the gov- 
ernment. They were thrilled to 
be able to obtain a home in the 
new town of Greenbelt. During 
these youthful years Mr. Cawley 
drove a taxi cab in the evenings 
and also studied at George Wash- 
ington University. 

He and Kay first lived in an 
apartment, then in a home on 
Westway, moved to another home 
on Eastway and finally moved, 
with their three children, to the 
36 Court of Ridge Road. 

Life for Mr. Cawley’s fam- 
ily in Greenbelt followed the 
same pattern of many others: 
the parents went to work at their 
government jobs in the District 
and the children attended school, 
went to the Greenbelt pool in 
the summertime, played baseball, 
participated in the Labor Day 
Festivals and countless parades 
and enjoyed the special home- 
town life that Greenbelt offered 
families at that time in history. 
Mr. Cawley always referred to 
the Greenbelt days as “the best 
years of my life.” 

Mr. Cawley was a founding 
father of St. Hugh’s CYO sports 
program, along with good friends 
Bernie Emmert and Chet Spe- 
ziale. He coached many of the 
area sports teams, and was active 
in the early days of the Greenbelt 
Little League. He was a member 
of St. Hugh’s Parish, the Holy 
Name Society and the Men’s 
Club. He coached and trans- 
ported many sports teams of the 
Greenbelt Boys’ Clubs and was 
frequently seen umpiring Little 
League baseball games as well 
as Labor Day Festival softball 
games. 

Mr. Cawley player-coached 
the St. Hugh’s slow-pitch softball 
team in the early days of that 
sport. That same slow-pitch team 
won the Metropolitan Washington 
Area Championship in the late 
50s. Some members of his team 
were Frank Lagana, Ed Fitzger- 
ald, Bob Murray, Ed Boyer, Mike 
and Tom Canning, Bob Liggett, 
Pete Bergin and Sal Quercio. He 
proudly displayed the three-foot- 
tall trophy awarded the team in his 
home for the rest of his life. 

Mr. Cawley’s three children 
graduated from St. Hugh’s School 
and all completed advanced de- 
grees, two masters and his son, 
Pat, still a Greenbelt resident,

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A Review 


First Performance at GAC 
Of Holocaust-themed Play

“Fred & Frieda,” an original 
play by local playwright and au- 
thor Nicole Burton, had its debut 
performances last week at the 
Greenbelt Arts Center. Several 
weekday showings were also held 
for students of three local high 
schools and for residents of the 
Leisure World and Riderwood 
retirement communities. The 
schedule concluded with several 
performances over last weekend. 

In the play, Frieda, a child- 
hood survivor of the World War 
II-era Ohrdruf concentration camp 
in Germany, has been haunted 
by a dream in which her grand- 
father speaks to her, reminding 
her of her obligation to her fam- 
ily. With her motto, “Forward 
focus,” Frieda had raised three 
sons but never spoken to them of 
her experiences in the concentra- 
tion camp. 

Deciding now it is time she 
revisit that period in her life, she 
goes to Berlin, leasing the very 
apartment her aunt lived in before 
the war. 

Once there, she calls Fred, 
the Army soldier in an all-Afri- 
can American battalion who had 
rescued her and her mother from 
the concentration camp, asking 
him to come to Berlin to help her 
remember the events surrounding 
her rescue. Frieda and Fred have 
remained friends over the years. 
Although Fred is battling health 
problems and severe depression 
since the recent death of his wife, 
he agrees to come. 

Frieda’s son Michael arrives 
just as Fred and his granddaugh- 
ter, affectionately named “Tater,” 
arrive. The four decide to go to 
the synagogue for a service in 
which another concentration camp 
survivor tells her story, which 
encourages Frieda to explore her 
own long forgotten and repressed 


memories. What follows is very 
powerful drama. 

As Frieda explores her experi- 
ences of having her family taken 
by the Nazis and escaping death 
in the camp and the effect these 
have had on her and her relation- 
ship with her sons, Fred must 
also come to terms with his rage 
at segregation and, despite his 
wartime heroism, being treated 
as a second-class citizen during 
and after the war. In one of the 
play’s best lines, Fred declares 
that “Cruelty has no color.” The 
play ends on a positive though 
bittersweet note, as the two rec- 
ognize that life must go on for 
the sake of the following genera- 
tions. 

The production featured some 
excellent performances. Dr. Per- 
cy Thomas, who played Fred, has 
more than 20 years’ experience in 
theater, commercial television and 
film. He has appeared in films 
with Louis Gossett, Jr., James 
Earl Jones and Roger E. Mosely, 
among other great actors. Jean 
Miller, who played Frieda, is a 
30-year veteran of Washington 
area theater. 

Two of GAC’s well-known 
actors, Bob Kleinberg and Trix 
Whitehall, also have starring roles 
in the play. Kleinberg brings the 
role of Michael to life, with all 
the emotional upheaval Frieda’s 
revelations bring him. Whitehall 
is wonderful as the concentration 
camp survivor who speaks in the 
synagogue. She portrays her as a 
woman who has found peace but 
for whom memories are still raw. 

Burton plans to license the 
script of “Fred & Frieda” to other 
theaters. Greenbelt is fortunate 
to have had the play debut here; 
there’s no doubt it will provide 
thought-provoking entertainment 
to other communities as well.

to other fire departments that 
serve Greenbelt. 

Five percent increases are 
proposed for memberships at 
the Aquatics and Fitness Center 
and for city refuse fees ($12 per 
year). 

McLaughlin even saved $1,000 
by using black and white in place 
of color photos in the budget 
document. (Section dividers are 
still in color.) 

McLaughlin also asked council 
to review the city’s property tax 
credit program, established two 
years ago. This program caps 
property taxes for homeowners 
with total income below certain 
limits. Now that revenues have 
tightened, McLaughlin recom- 
mends either that the program be 
eliminated or that taxes be raised 
to fund it. Taking the latter ap- 
proach, he budgeted a 0.4 percent 
tax hike. 

The city received good results 
in its search for lower health in- 
surance rates. Initially, the city 
was facing an estimated 20 to 
25 percent increase in premiums 
but by the April 12 presentation, 
that estimate was down to 2.1 
percent. By the April 14 work- 
session, the insurance company 
said that the premium would not 
change, saving the city a pro- 
jected $20,000. 

Revenues 

Estimated total city revenues 
are down 2.2 percent versus the 
FY10 adopted budget, even with 
the proposed tax increase. The 
property tax remains the largest 
source of revenue. 

The city’s real property was 
reassessed in 2009, at the bot- 
tom of the real estate downturn. 
These assessments will continue 
to be used for the next three fis- 
cal years.

is not yet known, however, as 
property owners are able to dis- 
pute their assessments. To com- 
pensate, the city has set aside 
$500,000 to cover reduced rev- 
enues due to real estate abate- 
ments. 

McLaughlin expects that 
Beltway Plaza will seek to ex- 
tend the rebate of 60 percent 
of the admission or amusement 
tax, which was scheduled to 
drop to 50 percent this year. 
The budget proposal assumes 
that the previous schedule of 
rebates (with full tax restored 
in FY12) will hold. 

Other Revenues 

Last year the state slashed the 
city’s share of the highway user 
tax by 90 percent and the city 
expects this lower level to remain 
for several years. Income taxes 
have been level since 2008, with 
just a 0.5 percent change from 
FY08 to FY11. 

Red light cameras are prov- 
ing effective at getting drivers 
to stop. In FY2003, revenues 
from this program peaked at over 
$600,000. In FY11, by con- 
trast, revenues are estimated at 
$280,000, exceeding expenditures 
by $31,000.

holding its short term funds, the 
city 1s faced with the same prob- 
lem as household savers. The 
best interest rate it can find for 
its short term funds is less than 1 
percent. The city expects low in- 
terest rates to persist for FY11. 

Members of council then 
placed a few items on its wish 
list. Leta Mach added restoring 
the city’s contributions to other 
area fire departments that serve 
Greenbelt. 

Mayor Judith Davis asked if 
converting the traffic light at 
Green Ridge House to LED was 
included in the action to install 
LED lighting in city parking 
lots. It was not. McLaughlin 
agreed to look into adding this 
but it was not yet placed on the 
wish list. 

Mach also suggested looking 
into ways to increase funding 
for the Greenbelt Theater proj- 
ect, such as by using energy ef- 
ficiency funds for upgrading the 
theater’s heating/ventilating/air 
conditioning system. Wish list 
items identified by individual 
councilmembers are eventually 
considered as changes to the 
budget and may be approved or 
not depending on funding ability 
and importance of need.

Kathy noted that the first time 
she went to Chris’ apartment on 
Parkway (of course!), she was 
baking cookies and reading a 
book .. . on Friday night! This 
created some brief doubt for 
Kathy about starting a new life 
without addictive substances. 
Later, they would call each other 
daily, sometimes during a TV 
show and watch it together while 
on the phone. 

Kathy stated sadly that Chris’ 
demons “struck her hard about 
seven years ago.” The result 
was bouts of depression and 
withdrawal. But usually, with 
enough badgering, she could get 
Chris back into the fold after a 
week or so. This time was dif- 
ferent. 

After not getting an email 
for several days, Kathy went to 
Chris’ latest apartment on Park- 
way and found Chris “like she 
was asleep” on the couch. She 
had been dead for at least a few 
days. When consoled about find- 
ing her friend that way, Kathy 
replied that she was glad it was 
she who found her and not Chris’ 
Mom or Jason. 


I think Chris fought for re- 
spect and for a quiet dignity that 
she naturally exuded. Though 
she was nine years my junior, I 
got to know her when she be- 
came an adult, with thoughtful 
and easy conversation. My wife 
Barbara and I ran into her and 
her romantic friend Bryce at 
lunch a few weeks ago, as an 
escape from the winter storms. 
She flashed that trademark smile 
of hers and seemed to be doing 
well . . . looked great! As I 
related to Jason, perhaps without 
her demons she could have been 
Miss America (or at least Miss 
Greenbelt!). He agreed, and said 
with conviction that she was now 
“rid of all that” and could be 
truly happy. 

Chris, you earned our respect 
with your quiet dignity and you 
helped more people than you 
probably realized. You will be 
missed by your adopted family 
and your wider Greenbelt family 
and especially at the Step Club. 
The “Good Guys” will play a 
song for you and save you a spot 
on the dance floor.

Green Man Festival Returns

Spring in Greenbelt brings 
flowers, gardens, songbirds and 
the start of the annual Roosevelt 
Center Music and Arts Festivals. 
In just two weeks, on May 8 and 
9, the Center will be buzzing 
with activity as the 6th Annual 
Green Man Festival rises from 
the mist and covers the space 
between buildings with creative 
people. These artisans bring 
with them song, dance, art, crafts, 
masks, May poles and puppets 
and all sorts of wondrous things. 

There will also be writers, 
scientists, researchers and en- 
vironmental activists bringing 
knowledge and important news 
about our world and the things 
that we can do to help keep it 
green and growing. All these 
folks share a connection to the 
spirit of the Green Man, an an- 
cient figure in folklore, who was 
seen as the sower of seeds and 
the perennial gardener and tender 
of all wild spaces. The farmers 
of old believed that singing his 
phrases helped ensure the success 
of the crops and bring forth the 
fruits and vegetables. 

This year’s festival will feature 
some new fun stuff for the young 
of spirit, especially children. The 
Beale Street troupe of puppeteers 
will perform using three types 
of puppets: hand, string sus- 
pended and stick puppets on a 
miniature stage. Each story has 
a happy ending and a message 
about protecting Mother Earth. 
At other times a roving minstrel 
will tell tales of adventure and 
discovery and encourage the kids 
to make up songs to help tell 
the stories.

On Sunday, April 25 from 
12:30 to 3:30 p.m. the Green- 
belt Three Sisters Demonstration 
Gardens project will hold its next 
fourth-Sunday event at the Green- 
belt Community Center. This 
month’s co-learning topic will 
be bio-intensive gardening, while 
the hands-on garden project will 
be soil and compost mixing and 
early planting starts in the raised 
bed boxes constructed at last 
month’s fourth-Sunday event. 

Bio-intensive gardening can 
provide for a vegetarian’s entire 
diet plus compost crops to sus- 
tain the system indefinitely on 
only 2,000-4,000 square feet, 
compared to standard agricul- 
tural practices that currently use 
45,000 square feet for someone 
on a high meat diet or about 
10,000 for a vegetarian. 

The city has approved space 
on city property for three dem- 
onstration gardens — behind 
the Community Center, behind 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter and in Schrom Hills Park 
— whose success depends on how 
much interest there is in creating 
and maintaining the gardens.
